ORDER OF DISMISSAL

This claim, for an unstated amount, against the Government of'CuBa,
under Title V of the International Claims Settlement Act of 1949, as amended,
was opened by the Commission, on behalf of a stockholder of Trop1ca1 Gas
Company, Inc. based upon certain losses which may have been sustained as a
result of actions by the Government of Cuba since January 1, 1959.

Under Title V Of'the'International Claims Settlement Act of 1949
[78 Stat. 1110 (1964), 22 u.s.c. §51643- 1643k (1964), as amended, 79 Stat.
988 (1965)], the Commission is given jurisdiction over claims of nationals
of the United States against the Government of Cuba. Section 503(a)'of the
_Act provides that the Commission shall receive and determine in accordance'
.with applicable substantive law, includlng international law, the amount and
validlty of claims by nationals of the United States against the Government
of Cuba ar1s1ng since January 1, 1959 for

losses resultlng from the natlonalization, expropri-
ation, intervention or other taking of, or special
measures directed against, property including any
rights or interests therein owned wholly or partially,

directly or indirectly at the time by nationals of the
United. States. )
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Sectfon 502(3) of the Act provides: °

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Howavér, counsel's letter of later date, D;cember 16, 1968 discloses
that the Coﬁpany was gnaBle to cértify that the;qlaimant herein owned
stock on the date of 1oss and to at least May 1, 1967,

Since it has not been established that theiclaimant herein owned
interests in property which was nationalized, expropriated or otherwise
taken by the Government of Cuba on the date of loss, the Commission finds:
that this claim is not within the purview qf Title V of the Act. Accordingly,
it is

ORDERED that this claim be and it is heteby dismissed.
